About eight o'clock, Mrs. Price, the 


matron of the building started around 
cleaning up the dormitories. 
She 


came to tho one occupied by Ayers, 
and saw the gas was burning brightly 
and the dcor was locked. Sho thought 
something was wrong and called Mr. 
Guthrle. who looked over the tran- 
som nnd saw that Ayers was In bed 
all covered up with clothing. 
He 


pounded on the door and made every 
effort to awnke.n him, but could not. 
He then went and called Mr. E. A. 
Swaner. a rnllrcnd man that roomed 
In the building and they secured a 
•wire and worked the key out of the 
door and unlocked It with a pass key. 


They entered the room together and 


nt once detected the odor of chloro- 
form. 
They pulled the 
covering 


from oft tho head and face of Ayers 
and saw that ho was dead and had 
chloroformed himself. 
Ayers was ly- 


ing in his bed with his head towards 
the west on his right side facing the 
south. 
He had the sponge which he 


had. saturated with chloroform against 
his nose and mouth and outside or 
that a damp cloth to keep any of the 
fumes from escaping. 
His arms were 


folded In an easy position across his 
breast and his legs sllg...ly drawn 
up like he had just dropped Into a 
peaceful sleep."

Tiio Jnnesvlllo Pearl Button com- 


pany established In this city In Jim- 
iary, 1899, Is one of the very few Jac- 
orics In the west ,\vjiero pearl hut- 
ons are cut from tho shell and flnldii- 
ed for market. 
Most of the factor- 


OS- now running In this part of the 
country cut the buttons and drill them 
•cady for finishing and then send tho 
o factories In the East for the final 
Killshlng. 
The shells used by this 


actory coma mostly from the MIsslss- 
ppl river and cost from $10 to $12 
>cr ton. 
Tho shells are cooked for 
some 


days, so as to make thorn flt to be 
sawed and sorted. 
Tho first process 


of the. pearl button Is the ' sawing 
rom the shell, which Is done with a 
machine resembling a drilling 
chine, except f.iat the point Is of clrcu- 
ar steel with teeth filed on the end, 
making'It a circular saw; as the but- 
on IH sawed off the shell It Is forced 
hrongh the saw and drops 
Into a 


jucket under the desk. 
This work 
s done by men and hoys -and the 
pay Is from three cents to 12 1-2 cents 
per gross. 
After being sawed out 


;ho buttons are put Into a machine, 
where they are sorted out as to thick- 
ness. 
They are picked up one by 


one and put Into a machine to be 
ground down'to a certain thickness— 
Lhls process Is called backing. 
.The 


:mck side of the button is 
always 


turned toward the grindstone, leaving 
the front untouched. 
The button la 


next placed In a facing machine and 
where the front Is shaped as desired 
by a drill, the same^way as wood is 
turned In a lathe. 


Tho net process Is to drill holes, and 


Is done by putting tho buttons one 
at a time Into a chuck 'machine and 
pressing the drill against the bottom 
Tho machine can be set for drilling 
two or four holes as required.

Lieutenant 
Commander 
Hodgson 


was subjected to a galHng flre from 
both the Judge Advocate and Mr. Ray- 
ner. ^He had been called on the stand 
to explain the-controversy he hart with 
Admiral Schley relating to the loop 
of the Brooklyn and the colloquy 
which is alleged to have taken place 
between Schley and Hodgson In which" 
the admiral Is credited with saying,

n the Texas, she must look out 
for herself." 


He was placed In an extremely em- 


barrassing position, as not less than 
three sets of letters written by him- 
self were produced, all of which dif- 


1 fered in some respects. 


In addition to these communications 


Lieutenant Commander Hodgson told 
a story upon the witness stand which 


. was at variance with 
his 
previous 


statements. The testimony was to the 
effect that he intended to deny the 
correctness of the language of the al- 
leged colloquy as published, but that 
he did not Intend to deny the substance 
of It. 


After being subjected to a most rigid 


examination and cross-examination the 
only clear point in this connection is 
that Hodgson Is sure Schley did say 
"D 
n the Texas." and this remark 


was not made by Captain Cook, as 
Admiral 
Schley's 
attorneys 
have 


striven to show. Hodgson asserted the 
remark made by Admiral Schley was 
not Intended as condemning the Texas, 
but merely as an evidence of Irritation 
on the part of the admiral. 


Folurr HR » Wllnni. 


Captain W. M. Folger was called as 


an export for the navy department to 
testify as to the strength of the bat- 
teries at Santiago. After saying the 
batteries were weak, he swore that the 
flying squadron did not approach near 
enough to the shore to be endangered 
by the shore batteries. During .the re- 
connoissance one of the guns on the 
Morro hill was demolished. He said 
the batteries were of such small im- 
portance that he directed the principal 
flre of his ship toward the Colon. Cap- 
tain W. M. Folger, who commanded 
the cruiser New Orleans during the 
Spanish war, detailed his part In the 
campaign, beginning with the New Or- 
leans' arrival at Santiago as the con- 
voy of the collier Sterling. He also re- 
lated that on May 31 the New Orleans 
had participated In the bombardment 
of the Cristobal Colon, then lying In 
the mouth of Santiago harbor.
